ARTICLE V AUTHORITY 

Each church in this Association is independent and sovereign in its own affairs, 
and the Association has no authority over the churches except as provided in this 
Constitution in Article III, Section 2 and 3. 


ARTICLE VI OFFICERS AND THEIR ELECTIONS 

Section 1: The officers of the Association shall be Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, 
Auditor, Historian, Music Director, Organist, Sunday School Director, Chairman 
of the Library Council, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, Youth and Family 
Services Director and Parliamentarian. 

Section 2: The officers shall be elected on the morning of the last day of the 
annual meeting for a term of one year each. The nominees shall be contacted and 
nominated by the Committee on Nominations (By-Law, Section 6) except the 
Moderator, Vice Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, WMU Director and Brotherhood 
Director shall be nominated and contacted for acceptance by their respective 
organizations and presented by the Committee on Nominations with their report 
of nominees. Committee nominations shall not preclude nominations from the 


Section 3: The newly elected Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, 
shall assume at the close of the annual session all duties incumbent upon them 
relating to the work of the ensuing associational year. All other officers shall 
assume all duties incumbent upon them relating to the work of the ensuing year 
on the following January 1. 

Section 4: Any person having served two terms as Moderator shall be 
ineligible for re-election for two years. 


ARTICLE VII TRUSTEES AND THEIR ELECTION 

There shall be three Trustees of the Association, one preferably a lawyer, 
serving terms of three years each on a rotating basis. On Nomination by the 
Committee on Nominations, one new trustee shall be elected at the Annual 
Meeting, no trustee being eligible to succeed himself until after the lapse of one 
year. The expiration date of each trustee’s term of office shall appear by his name 
in the Associational Minutes. 


ARTICLE VHI THE GENERAL BOARD 

The General Board shall be composed of all Associational officers (Article VI, 
Section 1), the Associational Director of Missions (ex officio without voting 
privileges) each active pastor, two members chosen by each member church from 
its membership and certified to the Association in its annual report, and chairmen 
of all standing committees of the Association. The General Board shall have the 
authority to act for the Association between sessions, except as limited by the 
Constitution. General Board members are the connecting link between the 
Association and the churches. General Board members should represent the 
churches to the Association. General Board members should act as representa¬ 
tives for the Association to the churches. It is the responsibility of the General 
Board members to promote the programs, represent the needs and report to the 
churches concerning the work and ministry of the Association. General Board 
members should seek acceptable means of representing the Association to their 
respective fellowships. It shall be the duty of the General Board to meet quarterly 
and to make reports and recommendations to the Association in its annual

Section 1: The Moderator shall preside over the meeting of the body accor g 
to the Constitution and By-Laws, appoint Committee on Comm.ttees and 
Committee on Enrollment. He shall be the Chairman of the General Board and be

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Section 2: The Vice-Moderator shall preside in the absence, or at the pleasure, 
of the Moderator, and shall be the Vice-Chairman of the General Board. 

Section 3: The Clerk-Treasurer shall send annual report forms to the member 
churches at least a month before the Association’s annual meeting, distribute at 
the annual meeting copies of the digest of these reports, make an accurate record 
of the proceedings of the Association, supervise the printing and distributing of 
Minutes to the member churches, keep on file copies of Minutes, records, and 
other documents of the Association, and shall also serve as Secretary of the 
General Board. He shall inform all members elected to office or appointed to serve 
on committees of such action. He shall receive and bank all funds of the 
Association in the name of the Association; disburse the same upon instructions 
from the Association, its General Board, or as designated in the Budget (no money 
is to be disbursed which is not included in the budget except upon 
recommendation of the Finance Committee to the General Board of the 
Association in Annual Session); render an accurate report of receipts and 
disbursements and distribute same at the annual meeting and give a report at 
each quarterly General Board meeting and keep books available and up-to-date for 


examination. 

Section 4: The Auditor shall, at the close of the Association Year, make an 
audit of the Treasurer’s records and report to the Association in session. 

Section 5: The Historian shall collect and preserve historical data on the 
Association and its churches, and make a written report to each annual meeting of 
the Association. 

Section 6: The Sunday School Director shall cooperate with the Director of 
Missions in promoting the work of the Sunday School Department. This officer 
shall attend the Executive Committee meetings and offer creative plans to this 
committee that would promote this work. 

The Associational Sunday School should assist church leaders to be more 
effective in their responsibility. This should include:

Section 7: The Church Training Department shall cooperate with the Director 
of Missions in promoting the work of the Church Training Department by the 
Executive Committee of the Association is carried out and that the on-going work 
of this department is maintained at all times. 

Section 8: The Music Director shall provide leadership for the Association in 
session and when requested at other times during the year. This officer shall 
attend the Executive Committee meeting and offer creative plans to this 
Committee that would promote the work.

Section 2: THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

(1) ShaU be composed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, 
Music Director, Sunday School Director, Church Trainmg Director, Brotherhood 
Director WMU Director, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, Youth and Family 
Services' Director, President of Pastor's Conference, Chairman of Nominating 
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Committee, Chairman of Committee on Committees, Chairman of Christian Life 
Committee, Chairman of Membership Committee, Chairman of Finance Commit¬ 
tee, and Chairman of Evangelism. 

(2) When without a Director of Missions, this Committee shall seek out and 
recommend to the Association, or its General Board, for election of a new Director 
of Missions according to By-Law VI, Section 11. 

(3) It shall administer all matters referred to it by the Association or General 
Board and act on routine or emergency matters between meetings of the General 
Board. It shall initiate and recommend matters concerning business management, 
approve employment of all office personnel, deal with problems relating to 
personnel, and maintain adequate equipment for the office. It shall meet regularly 
not less than quarterly, but a quorum of seven by necessary to transact business. 

Section 3: THE EVANGELISM COMMITTEE, composed of 6 members, shall 
promote the work of Evangelism in the churches and the Association in 
cooperation with the State Department of Evangelism. All plans and programs to 
be subject to the approval of the Association or its General Board. 

The Committee shall assume the responsibility for coordinating the radio 
ministry, Reveille for Revival, as a means of evangelizing the community. 
Churches shall be encouraged to contribute to this program through budgets. 

Section 4: THE FINANCE COMMITTEE, composed of three members, with 
the treasurer shall study the Association’s financial needs of an adequate 
program, present a budget to the Association for the following year, devise plans 
for securing the cooperation of the churches raising funds to meet the budget, and 
make a written report to the annual meeting. 

The Committee shall be prepared to assist any church within the association, 
upon request, with the stewardship programs offered by the Convention. 

The Committee shall express gratitude to the churches for their stewardship 
development that enables them to participate in local, home, and foreign missions. 

Section 5: THE ORDINATION COMMITTEE, composed of 5 members, with 
the pastor of the candidate, Director of Missions, and/or deacons of the 
requesting churches, shall, when requested by a member church, assist with the 
examination and ordination of a candidate for the Gospel Ministry. 

The Chairman shall notify the candidate of the time, place, and procedure. 

The Committee shall ask the candidate to share his conversion experience, his 
call to the ministry, and question him in the area of his beliefs, convictions, and 
doctrine. 

The candidate may ask questions of the Committee members regarding any 
area of the ministry that concerns him. This Committee may counsel the 
candidate. . 

It is suggested that the candidate be questioned at least two weeks prior to his 


orainauon. 

The Committee shall approve or disapprove the ordination of the candidate 
with written notice to the ordaining church. 

The Committee should secure an Ordination Certificate for the Candidate. 

The Chairman of the Ordination Council should report its activities to the 
General Board quarterly and provide a written report for the annual meeting. 

Section 6: THE NOMINATING COMMITTEE, composed of 6 members, shall 
contact before and nominate on the last day of the annual meeting of the 
Association the officers of the Association according to Articles VI and VIII of the 
Constitution. This Committee, shall also, in cooperation with the nominating 
committee of various departments except the WMU and Brotherhood organiza¬ 
tions, recommend workers for these various departments. The officers and 
workers of these respective organizations shall be nominated by the organization 
themselves and submitted to the Nominating Committee. (Article VI, Section 1) 
It shall also nominate Associational Representatives for the various institutions 
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Section 18: THE CHURCH RECONCILIATION COMMITTEE shall be 
composed of the present Moderator, as chairman, two immediate past Moderators 
and two lay persons to be appointed annually by the above stated members. The 
chairman will report to the Executive Committee or the General Board the names 
of those lay persons appointed. This committee will be open to any person or 
persons of a member church seeking assistance with problems related to their 
church. 

Section 19: THE MISSIONS COMMITTEE shall be made up of the following 
members: The Director of Missions will be the chairman, without voting 
priviledges: Moderator; Vice-Moderator; Clerk-Treasurer; Finance Committee 
Chairman; Sunday School Director; Church Training Director; Brotherhood 
Director; WMU Director; and President of the Pastor’s Conference. 

This committee is to be available as a sounding board, to support the Director 
of Missions as a person (as well as an officer in the association), provide feed-back 
concerning Associational programs and activities, conveying suggestions from the 
Association, and offering support in projecting programs to Executive Committee 
and/or General Board. The Missions Committee has no authority other than to 
make recommendations to the Executive Committee or the General Board. The 
Missions Committee may be called together at the discretion of the Chairman or 
determine its own meeting time and place. 

Section 20: THE SOUTH MOUNTAIN CAMP COMMITTEE shall promote 
the camp program in the Association, attend the annual meeting of the camp, and 
be aware of the needs and plans, cooperate with the Director of Missions. 

Section 21: THE RECREATION AND DRAMA COMMITTEE shall promote a 
program of Christian recreation and drama in the churches. The Committee shall 
regard recreation and drama as a means, not programs as a way to teach, a means 
of witnessing and an avenue of expressing the abundant Christian life. The 
Recreation and Drama Committee shall be responsible to give assistance to any 
church that should request help in the area of recreation and drama. The 
Committee’s responsibilities shall include fellowships. Senior Adults, Retreats, 
Crafts, Drama Workshops and other assignments of the Association if asked. The 
chairman of the Recreation and Drama Committee shall plan with the Director of 
Missions and give a report of the Committee’s activities at the General Board 
quarterly meetings. 

Section 22: Members of all these committees, except those appointed by the 
moderator, shad be elected to serve not more than three years on a rotating basis. 

By-Law V TRUSTEES 

The duty of the trustees shall be to hold in trust any property, money, 
endowment, or other securities of said Association, and they shall handle all legal 
matters of the Association under the direction of the Association or its General 
Board. 


By-Law VI DIRECTOR OF MISSIONS 

Section 1: His selection shall be upon the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee and on vote by the Association at its annual meeting, or between 
sessions of the Associations, by its General Board.

SEARCH COMMITTEE REPORT 

Just over one year ago, the General Board of the Kings Mountain Baptist 
Association voted to employ an associate who will serve as Director of Christian 
Social Ministries, in keeping with that decision, Moderator Carlos Young 
appointed a Search Committee with W. Clyde Bearden as Chairman. Other 
members of the committee are Mrs. John Berry Hamrick, Vice-Chairman, Rev. 
Charley Sandifer, Secretary, Mr. Norman Bud Talley, Mrs. Katy Ruth Dixon, 
Rev. L. D. Scruggs, Rev. Russell Fitts, And Rev. C. A. Kirby, Jr. Rev. Cline 
Borders, our Director of Missions, was invited by the committee to meet with us, 
and he has been of great help. 

_ The first responsibility of the committee was that of writing a job description 
and a policy statement. This task was completed, however, while writing the job 
description, the committee began to see the advantages and wisdom of an 
association with the City and Metropolitan Missions Department of the Baptist 
State Convention, and the Home Missions Board. After consultation with Dr. 
Ernest Upchurch, who represents both of these boards, the committee asked the 
General Board, meeting in regular session at the Polkville Church, January 17, 
1977, for permission to negotiate an agreement with these two boards. 
Permission was granted, and the committee began to work in this direction. 

A Job Description and Guidelines for Agreements for Christian Social 
Ministries were written, in keeping with the requirements of the Home Mission 
Board, and presented to the General Board in its regular meeting at the Zoar 
Church, April 18, 1977. After thorough discussion, the General Board 
unanimously adopted both documents. 

Since that time the committee has given careful and prayful consideration to 
the thirty-seven applications we have received. We have tried to establish an 
order of priority for our investigation, and at present, we are conducting an 
intensified investigation of one of the applicants. 


The committee will make a recommendation to the General Board just as soon 
as we have found the person we believe to be God’s man for the position. This is 
what we believe you have asked us to do, and not just fill a position. 

Your Search Committee has met regularly, and has worked faithfully and 
prayerfully, and we sincerely invite your continued interest, help, and prayers.

REPORT OF SUMMER WORKER 


It is always exciting for me to sit back and hear of the many activities going 
on in our association and to know that I’m a small part of such an energetic, 
dedicated, enthusiastic and outgoing team. 

I hope tonight as we recapture the highlights of my summer work that you 
won’t feel it’s something Debbie has done, but rather something that you’ve been 
a very vital part of. Before I begin, let me assure you I’ve made many mistakes, 
but I feel God used these mistakes to help me and give me new direction. For 
those of you who may not be familiar with my work, I would briefly like to share 
with you the job description which guided the committee to calling me as your 
summer worker two summers ago. 


1. To call attention to and stimulate the use of puppets in worship and 

teaching. ... 

2. To offer a day camping experience to the churches in the association. 

3. To begin as many Backyard Bible Clubs as possible. 

4. To offer a variety of worship services to the Kings Mountain State Park. 


In f ulfillin g this job description it was a joy for me to visit in 42 churches across 
our association. As I visited these churches I was constantly reminded of the 
words of a familiar song. “Give of the best to your Master, Give Him first place in 
your heart. Give Him first place in your service, Consecrate every part. Give and 
to you shall be given; God His beloved Son gave; Gratefully seeking to serve Him 
Give him the best that you have.” These words printed on an index card and 
attached to my dash panel kept me reminded of my purpose in visiting these 
churches. As I introduced them to these new ministries I was also to encourage 
them to use their talent and resources that they might gratefully serve Him; and 
that as they gave of their very best to these ministries as well as to other church 
activities they would see growth in their church and community as well as in their 
mission outreach. The words also said, “Give and to you shall be given and I 
believe because many of you gave of yourselves-your time, energy and 
talent-God so graciously gave back to us by allowing us to have: 


21 successful Backyard Bible Clubs 
18 Day camps 

14 Kings Mountain State Park Programs 
13 churches involved in a Puppet Ministry. 

Tonight I would like for us to look at each of these areas in a little more detail: 
a Of the 21 Backyard Bible Clubs held, 15 different churches were involved in 
conducting the clubs which varied in length from one night to one week. The 
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average attendance ranged from 10-13 persons We had 4 Backyard Bible Clubs 
conducted by mission organizations of various churches which they held m black 
^economically deprived neighborhoods where the children seldom attended 
and knew very little of Jesus Christ. Including these children 
approximately 250 children were reached through Backyard Bible Clubs this past 

summer^ the lg D c amps held, 13 churches were involved in conducting these. 
The majority of day camps held ran for 3 days with attendance ranging anywhere 

fr01 A highlight ofThe day camping program was the one held at the Boy’s Club. 
This program met once a week for five meetings reaching 100 boys per meetmg. 
Through the entire Day Camping Program approximately 650 children were 
exposed to learning about God through nature. 

c. The Kings Mountain State Park Program was a big success this summer. 
We held 14 Saturday evening programs with the attendance ranging from a low of 
85 to a high of 250. The park programs became something the campers looked 
forward to and I received so many complimentary remarks about the programs 
there. I’d like to share with you 2 letters that I received concerning how the 
campers felt about the programs. 

This first letter I received after my Pre-school Choir sang-my children call me 
“Miss Debbie;” this particular lady overheard them and she addressed my letter: 


Dear Miss Debbie, 

I just wanted to let you know what an inspiration the program was to me on 
Saturday evening. I’m sure God was in our Midst for He touched my heart even 
through the simplicity of those little children. May you know of my prayers for 
you and may God bless you in your summer work.

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I had the privilege of meeting not only this couple and this elderly lady but 
many others who shared with us in these worship experiences. 

One of the most fruitful ministries we had this summer was our puppet 
minis try. We started the summer off with only 3 churches with an active puppet 
ministry and we now have 7 in our area with 5 others in the process of introducing 
this ministry to their people. In order to help these churches enrich their puppet 
ministries, we formed an associational puppet team. This group, composed of 14 
young dedicated people, representing 7 different churches, worked up the 
production, “Musical Stories for Puppets and People.” They presented this 
production 3 times and had many invitations which we had to turn down. I was 
extremely pleased with the work that they did. I think all who have had any 
dealings with puppets have found them to be a unique way of preaching and 
teaching; and have proven them to be a great asset for many churches. 

I feel the summer has been a rich and rewarding one. Words cannot express or 
describe to you what being your summer youth worker has meant to me. I thank 
God for the privilege as well the opportunity that was mine in serving you. May 
you know there’s a special place in my heart for each of you and that I’m praying 
for you and your church. 

In closing I’d like to leave with you a short story that was shared with me while 
visiting one of our churches. This story again reminded me I was to give God my 
very best, not only in my job but in every area of my life. 

“One morning a Hindu mother went out to the banks of the Ganges, leading by 
either hand her two children. A missionary saw her going to the banks of the 
river, and he knew why she was going there. He looked into her eyes with all the 
pleading of fatherhood and tried to persuade her not to do it--not to give up one of 
these little children. Then he looked at the faces of the two children. One of them 
was as perfect a baby as any mother ever held close to her heart; the other was 
lame and blind. But he knew he could not persuade that woman to break from the 
thought of centuries in a single hour’s pleading. He came back to the spot and saw 
the mother still standing by the river bank, her heart breaking! One child was 
missing. As the missionary drew near he discovered that the perfect child was 
gone; the mother had kept the little blind and lame one for herself. As he looked 
into the eyes of that mother, he said to her ‘Woman, if you had to give one up, why 
didn’t you give this little lame and blind one and keep the perfect one for yoursell?
